like manner, with many hundreds of Souldiershath bin 
kept and maintained againſt Us as a Garriſon aad Town 
of War, as againſt an enemy 3 And that by the practice 
of a malignant party; which bath too great an influence 
pO, Ons tn. Hovies of Parliament, in ſtead of repai- 
ring Our Honoar for this indignity, ſeverall Oxders and 
Votes of the major part, then preſent, have been made 
\t9.juſtifie all this as Jegallz which Orders and Votes 
. would haye us and others to beleeveg,,upon the many 
'Proteſtations in Print, That there hath beeg. nothing 
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done therein (as in many,other#hings.of thatna pre} 
but for:the ſatety of Oyr Perſon, the Honour of Ouf, 
Crown, and the good of the Kingdom; as it wordsdi+: 
realy contrary to theſe Attions of Hoſtility could ſatiſfie 
Us, or any reaſonable man, not blinded with ſelf-opinj-, 
on, or abuſed and miſ-Jed by vain and falfe, ſyrmiſes or, 
groundleſſe jealoufies, We have now looked ſomewhat 
more narrowly intothe manner of 8ir John Hothazs car- 
riage in this his imploymcnt, And did finde bythe cer- 
tain relation of others,that forthe fortifying gf the plac 
againſt Us,his Leige Lord,he hath uſed the(belp of Art 
in making Out-workes to defend the Towne 3 ne- hath 
purpoſely cut the Banks, and let in the waters to drown 
the Land-pallages, and to make the Town inacceſſible 
by that wayz he hath ſet forth a Pinnace(amongſt othe 
ood Services) to intercept a Pinnace of Ours implaye 
[I carrying of Letters,Meſlages and Paſſengers between 
Us and Our deereſt Conſortthe Queen; he{permitteth 
his Souldiersto iſſye out of the Town,and forrage upon 
the Countrey3-he hath inot onely unlawfully but tyrgn; 
nically caſt out divers Inhabitants, of the Towne from 
their dwellings, becauſe he could not confidein them 3 
he hath diſarmed all the;Townſ-men,that he right put 
the ſole power in the Souldiery under his command; 
he doth compell ſome others of the inhbabicants , deſe 
rous to depart the Town with their families, to abide 
and continue there aggiaſt their wils, and by drowning 
of the Lands about the.Town in manner as aforeſaid, he

wo have expected from Our two houſes of Parliameprs 
but have failed of the fruire of our lang expeQation, by
